Committee Told It Would 
Give Early Start Of Plan 
To Interest City’s Youth 


A centrally located recreation 
field equipped for outdoor and 
perhaps also later, indoor sports 
was recommended to the local 
committee assigned to organize a 
youth movement in Sierra Madre 
at a meeting of the committee 
Monday evening. 

The suggestion came from 
James C. Heasley, representative 
of the Volunteer Firemen’s Club 
on the committee, who said that 
such a field would be a natural 
meeting place where young folks 
would find wholesome recreation 
and learn to get along together.

Urged By Senator Downey, 
Postmaster Will Be Named 
When Congress MeetvS 


Parents Asked To Join In 
Observance Of National 
Education Week 


Letters received here this week 
from the office of Senator Sheri¬ 
dan Downey at Washington indi¬ 
cate the almost certain reappoint¬ 
ment of Ray O. Caukin as Sierra 
Madre’s postmaster. 

Addressed to local residents 
who had written Senator Downey 
urging Mr. Ciukln's retention in 
the office, the letters are signed 
by Delwin W. Smith, 'Downey’s 
secretary. They announced that it 
had been Senator Downey’s plea¬ 
sure to recommend the postma.st- 
er's reappointment to the postof¬ 
fice department. 

Only in very exceptional cases 
is a senator’s recommendation in 
such cases ignored. The procedure 
is for the postmaster general to 
.submit its recommendation, gen¬ 
erally that of a senator, to the 
president, who in turn send.s the 
appointment to the XJ. S. Senate 
for confirmation. The senate not 
being in se.ssion, the appointment 
will probably not be made until 
Congress reassembles for the 
regular session in January. 

Mr. Ciukin was one of 14 ap¬ 
plicants for the position who took 
the civil service examination in 
June. The civil service rules re¬ 
quire that the appointment shall 
be made from among the three 
applicants receiving the highest 
marks in the examination. Mr. 
Caukin finished first with a com¬ 
fortable margin over any of his 
competitors. He was appointed 
four years ago for a four-year 
term. Under the new law placing 
postmasters under civil service, 
his appointment will be for an in¬ 
definite period and he may be re¬ 
moved only for cause.

At the time fixed for the trill 
Judge Neale will first hear argu¬ 
ments on the demurrer. If it is 
accepted he may or may not grant 
the police department permission 
to file an amended complaint, the 
defense attorney claiming that if 
Bradley and the other boys were 
guilty of any offense at all it 
ivas of distnibing the peace and 
not of a.ssiult. If the demurrer 
is not granted Judge Neale will 
.set a new date for the trial and 
designate another Judge to hear 
the case, probably Judge John 
Sturgeon of Monrovia, justice of 
the peace in this town.shlp. In 
anv case there will be no trial 
today.

Uncle Sam’s coimting house 
made significant history with an 
ainnouncement last week. 

Overshadowed by the arms em¬ 
bargo debate in Congress and 
the spirited battle over 30-'Thurs- 
day in California, it failed to 
claim the attention it deserved. 
But long after ham-Eind-eggs and 
the neutrality dispute are mat¬ 
ters of history, the country will 
find this matter of momentous 
concern. 

Last week the public debt made 
history when, for the first time, it 
rose above the $41 billion mark. 
That comes perilously close to the 
$45 billion limit. It forecasts al¬ 
most certain demands at the next 
session of Congress for stretch¬ 
ing that limit by at least $5 bU- 
lion more. 

"PMblic debt” sounds imper¬ 
sonal and far away, but the man 
in the street cannot afford Indif¬ 
ference to it. The simple truth Is 
that the national debt of $41 bil¬ 
lion reached last week, makes 
every m£in, woman and child in 
the country a national debtor to 
the extent of $311. That sum 
must be paid! 

To the 95 per cent who pay no 
taxes directly to government, 
debt presents its claims indirect¬ 
ly in scores of ways. The grasping 
fingers of hidden taxes reach into 
the pockets of the man on the 
street for every article he buys. 
And frequently, the more severe 
the tax, the more indirectly it 
strikes. 

But those costs can be checked! 
Holding more firmly the reins on 
government , spending, checking 
punitive taxes, and dragging hid¬ 
den levies out into the open, a 
runaway public debt can be 
brought under control. We are 
all members of the U.S.A., In¬ 
corporated. Since its debts make 
us debtors, we have a large stake 
in its prosperity, in which we are 
.-shareholders all!

The wild cheering that swept 
around the world that day in No¬ 
vember 1918 when embattled men 
lay down their arms. Joyously 
confident that war had come to 
an end not for a week or a year 
but for goou, echoes sadly in all 
hearts today. 

Soldiers, millions strong, again 
man the trenches along Europe’s 
ancient battle line of the silvery 
Rhine. Northward, along the grray 
stretches of the Baltic, small na¬ 
tions surrender in bloodless con¬ 
quest before threatening Might. 
Westward, across the Pacific, 
more millions are locked in the 
deadly embrace of warfare to the 
.bitter end. 

Yhe hopes uttered, the dresuns 
■visioned, the treaties solenmly 
signed a score of years ago to seal 
the doom of war, have alike dis¬ 
appeared from many quarters of 
the earth. The resort to violence 
has again prevailed. 

But in America, because of this, 
the will to peace is no Idle ges¬ 
ture on Armistice Day 1939. As 
the veterans of ’17 and ’18 parade 
down the streets of American 
cities this Saturday they know, as 
all on lookers know, that America 
cannot celebrate the war that was 
to end all wars.
